Pour fires started last night at the 


Thietle Hotel on East Eldorado street. 
The first was at 8 o'clock, the second at 
10 o'clock, both of which the firemen 
extinguished, another during the early 
hours of the morning which the watch- 
man put out, and at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when for the third time in lees than 
twelve hours, the fire department again 
responded and put out the fire. A 
strange thing connected with the fires is 
that all four were in. different parts of 
the building.° 


THE 8.10 BLAZE. 


The first fire was disco"ered at 8:10, 


when the entire department was called. 
The fire was discovered by Henry Lau- 
rant, who was passing the building. 
The fire was located 
on the third 


floor, but owing to the intense heat 
it 
was 
difficult 
for 
the 
tire- 


men to get 
into 
tho 
rooms 
and 


locate the trouble. The firemen gained 
the second story and cutting a hole in 
the 
ceiling made some success in 


cooling the fire and finally were able to 
gafti the third floor. There the interior 
of three rooms were all ablaze and the 
fire was burning very briskly. A great 
on-pour of water soon put out the blaze 
and it was then that they could discover 
what started the blaze. Chief Devore 
and Commissioner Dodson .were of the 
opinion that the fiie was caused by an 
overheated pipe of the steam heating 
plant. The tire had apparently started 
at the foot of a radiator in the rear of a 
hallway on the third floor and instead of 
burning out into the hallway had woiked 
into tho wall and thence into a store 
room which was partially filled with old 
lumber and combustible material which 
easily fed the flames. From there the 
fire before being discovered had worked 
across another hallway and into two 
other rooms the woodwork there being 
entirely destroyed. It was almost an 
hour's work before Chief Devore was 
satisfied that all of the fire was out. He 
secured the keys and thoroughly exam- 
ined every room before he left. 


THE 10:15 BLAZE. 


The first fire was in the northwest 


portion of the building in the third 
story, and at 10.15 the fire fighters were 
again called to the building by a fire in 
a room on the southeast corner of the 
second floor. The alarm was turned in 
from Dressen's saloon across the street. 
The firemen were metby Mr. Dougherty, 
who stated that they were surely mis- 
taken, there was no more fire in his 
building. The firemen, however, did not 
pay much attention to this and pro 
ceeded to investigate. 
They found tho 


feather bed in the room mentioned 
above all abla/e. The bod was quickly 
thrown from the window, and outside of 
the smoke and the damaged bed the 
room wag not hurt. 


IHI Tinnn i"nn. 


Some time between this last fire and 


morning 
the 
watchman 
discovered 


another feather bed on fire in another 
part of tho house, but ho nipped this 
blaze in the bud, and the fact that there 
had been another fire in the beds was 
not known until this morning. 


THE G O'CLOCK BLAZI., 


About 0 o'clock this morning tho en- 


tire department was called to the scene 
to put out a fire in the fourth story, the 
dance hall. The fire here started in the 
water closet. There was no trouble to 
locate this fire, but before the firemen 
could extinguish the flames the entire 
interior of the closet was gutted and the 
big hall more or less damaged by tho 
fire and smoke. 


CAUSES OF THE FIRES. 


The first tire was very clearly caused 


by overheated steam pipes, as decided 
by tho chief, one commissioner and an 
insurance man at the time; but as to 
the other- fires there is apparently no 
cause for them, as they started in rooms 
away from where the fiiat fires started. 
The fourth fire, however, started imme- 
diately over the floor where the first fire 
did. but the ceiling or joists between 
were not touched by the first fire. 


HAD A MISUNDERSTANDING. 


It was during the 6 o'clock fire that 


the chief and Mr. Dougherty had a mis- 
understanding, which resulted rather 
ignommiously for the latter. Mr. Dough- 
erty, it appears, accused Chief Devore 
of being the informant who gave the 
Review an item regarding the fire in this 
morning's issue. Mr. Devore denied it. 
Mr. Dougherty's son, Jo'.:n, then spoke 
up and said that if they had put out 
the fire the first time, the wouldn't have 
had to be called back." 
This was 


strongly resented by the chief and h* 
branded it as a lie. 
At this the senior 


Dougherty grabbed the chief by the 
throat and made a pass at the head of 
the chief with his right. Devore ducked 
and let drive with his left, striking Mr. 
Dougherty in the 
mouth, breaking 


several teeth. The junior John then 
jumped on the chiefs back but he was 
' *" j? shaken off. 
At this the senior

cooled off, for the proceedings came to 
an abrupt end. 


THE DAMAGE. 


The damage will run up into the 


thousands of dollars. The main dam- 
age, however, ia to the dry goods and 
notion stock ia the room west of the 
saloon. Into thid rcotu the water poured 
in torrents. On the second floor three 
rooms and the hallway are badly burned 
and charred. On the third floor every 
room suffered more orless from the fire 
and water and on the fourth floor the 
water closet is a complete wreck, while 
the entire hall furnishings are damaged 
some by the water and smoke.

The appellate court held the 
publication libelous and the case was re 
manded with direction to the lower 
court to overrule the demurrer and re 
quire the defendants to plead to the 
declaration.

Affairs in the interior of Anatolia 


continue to cause anxietv, especially 
in regard to the American missonaries. 


Minister Terrell has received no re- 


ply to his telegram inquiring after the 
ttfety of the missionaries at Kaisaca. 
The absence of news increases the 
fears that are entertained regarding 
them. 
r.JCr. Terrell has sent two notes to 
the porte. In the first he demanded 
the arrest, dismissal and punishment 
of the officer commanding the troops 
•t Marash for failing to furnish a 
gaard for the missionaries' residences, 
and also the punishment of the sol- 
diers who had pillaged the houses of 
the Americans. Iu Ins second note 
Mr. Terrell highly praises the cai- 
makiams of Aintab and Marsovan, the 
Mntessarif of Amassia. and the colonel 
commanding the troops at Marsovan 
(or their humane and heroic conduct 
daring the disorders in those places. 


A letter from Marsovan, dated No- 


Tember 19, states that previous to the 
massacre there a report was current 
that the Turks had been authorised 
to kill Christians during four hours. 
The Armenians, however, were assured 
that they need not fear.

less, on the following day they were 
kotcbered in their shops. 
It is stated that Kekir Pasha, gover- 


•or of Amassia, summoned the leading 
Turks and Armenians and enjoined 
tbem to restrain the populace from 
committing violence, declaring that he 
would hold them responsible for any 
to-each of the peace.

The Turkish Empire the Most Corrupt, 


Inefficient and Wretched Visited 


by the Speaker—The Future 


of China and Japan.

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 7. — Hon. 


John W. Foster, ex-secratary of state, 
addressed the students of Johns Hop- 
kins university yesterday afternoon 
upon "Eastern Politics." 
He devoted 


some time to a discussion of the Turk- 
ish situation, m the course of which he 
said: 


"The Turkish empire, which a few 


centuries ago bade fair to become the 
mistress of the world, has for the past 
century maintained its imperial exist- 
ance only by the sufferance of protec- 
tion of the 
European powers 
It 


would long since have experienced the 
fate of Poland 
"if England had not 


stood in the way of Russian, French 
and Austrian asperations. * * » * 


"Of all the nations I visited, I re- 


gard the government of the Turkish 
empire the most con upt, ineffective and 
wretched. 
Enterprise is discouraged; 


lawlessness is unrestrained in many 
parts of the empire, and except in the 
few localities where foreign capital and 
energy have forced an unwelcome 
entrance, all industries languish and 
abject poverty prevails. The presence 
of the missionaries has awakened in 
the authorities some little interest in 
education, but gross ignorance is al- 
most universal. 


"Il would be unfair td charge the 


British government with the sole re- 
sponsibility for the continuance of this 
state of affairs because of its protec- 
tion of the Turks, but upon the Brit- 
ish government must rest a large share 
of the responsibility for the existence 
and continuance of the recent outrages 
in Asia Minor, which have so justly 
awakened the indignation and horror 
of the civili/.ed worlJ. 


''But for its interposition, the Turk- 


ish power would have been completely 
broken as the result of the Russian 
war of 1877-78. At that time it ac- 
cepted the cession of Cyprus as the 
price of its guarantee of protection of 
the Ottoman empire against the fur- 
ther encroachments of Russia. 


"It was the controlling party in the 


Berlin conference, which exacted from 
Turkey a stipulation for reforms in 
Armenia, for religious liberty in its 
\\idest sphere and protection to the 
Cinistians of its Asiatic provinces, 
and it lias been the party most culpa- 
ble for allowing these stipulations to 
be pracl ically unrealised. 


"1 do nut doubt that the present 


government of Great Britain, stimu- 
liitt"! by the indignant sentiment of 
its ( hristmn constituency, has been 
sincerely exerting its influence on tlie 
pen te so stop the barbarities m Ai- 
irienia, and tu bung about the long- 
promised leforms; but its relation 
with Russia and France in the Le- 
vant and in the far east are of 
such a strained and delicate na- 
tuie 
it 
dare 
not 
press 
these 


reforms to the 
necessaiy extreme 


without the concurrence of those pow- 
ers. 
There is nothing which illus- 


trates more vividly the conflicting in- 
terests and policy of England and Rus- 
sia than the recent condition of affairs 
at Constantinople and in Asia Minor. 
But ior these international jealousies, 
the Christian world might to-da3r hail 
the expulsion of the Turks from Eu- 
rope and the establishment of autono- 
mous principalities under European 
protection in Asia Minor, Syria and 
Palestine." 


Mr. Foster, however, found occasion 


further on to speak in more compli- 
mentary terms of the British. 
"No 


one who has not journeyed around the 
world," he said, "can realize their 
power and greatness 
They are not 


without 
their 
faults, conspicuous 


among which are their arrogance and 
selfishness in government and trade. 
But Iain proud to-day, for I count it 
part of our race heritage, that no 
other nation or people are doing so 
much for the world's good, for the ele- 
vation of man, for the enlightenment 
of the intellect and the freedom of 
the soul from error and superstition." 


Of the effects ol the recent war be- 


tween China and Japan, Mr. Foster 
said: 


"The 
most 
interesting 
question 


which arises out of the war is its ef- 
fect upon the two contending nations 
It has forced the recognition of Japan 
as a great military power. 


It has been suggested that the flush 


of victory and a vaulting ambition 
may bring her into conflict with Rus- 
sia and other powers and lead to the 
loss of her navy and great humilia- 
tion. My knowledge 
of 
Japanese 


statesmen inclines me to the belief 
that the}1 will know how to evade any 
such disasters. 
In my opinion the 


greatest danger lies from within. Sir 
Henry Parkes, the distinguished En- 
glish diplomatist, long a resident of 
Japan, said- 'Japan will be a South 
American republic.' 


"Parliamentary government, the ex- 


ercise of the ballot, the widely spread 
vernacular newspaper, the upheaval 
of the lower elements of society are 
creating such social and political con- 
ditions in the country that it will re- 
quire wise statesmanship to keep the 
people within bounds 
The mythol- 


ogy which surrounds the emperor with 
supernatural respect will in time pass 
away: but the intense patriotism which 
characterizes all classes will tend 
to restrain the populace, and we mity 
anticipate for Japan a continued his- 
tory for development and prosperity. 


"The future of Chinalooks ominous. 


For the first time in its history it has 
contracted since the war a foreign loan 
of large proportions which, unless its 
finances ore wisely managed, may lead 
to torioim oi.mulications. The re 
Urn- 


ing dynasty has been greatly weak- 
ened by the events of the last year, and 
disorder and insurrection 
seriously 


threaten it. If one judged only by 
present conditions, he might conclude 
that the empire was destined to an 
early dismemberment. But the Chinese 
are a people not only great in population 
but in intellectual, capacity. 
They 


have passa|t4hTough many changes of 
dynasty, •)» been, overrun by foreign 
foes and tojp^by civil strife, but they 
have snrTj»ed all changes and convul- 
sions. Whatever may be its political 
future it may fee safely predicted that 
the race will remain practically intact
